Claims 1-19,22 and 23 have been canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
claims(20,21 ,24-27 ) have been allowed because claim 20 recites a method of 
displaying and dispensing packages of round plates on a shelf. There is the providing of 
a plurality of packages having a transparent wrapper where there is a design on the top 
surface of the top plate to show through the wrapper. Thee is a pusher assembly and a 
tray having a unibody of thin sheet with a front wall and opposed arcuate side ledges 
and the front wall has an arcuate window formed between opposed shoulders. There is 
the loading of the packages into the tray to form a stocked display, and the packages 
are placed between the pusher plate and the front wall. The design is faced toward the 
aisle and in a visible line of sight of the customer. Claim 24 recites the method of 
displaying and dispensing packages of round and square paper napkins placed on a 
shelf. There is the tray design and the transparent wrapper of claim 20 above. There are 
first and second designs for the round and square plates.. Claim 26 recites the method 
of displaying and dispensing packages of round and square paper napkins on a shelf 
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There is the providing of a first and a second matched set of packages of a first and a 
second corresponding design.. There is the stocking of the dispensers with one of the 
plates on the shelf in a side-by-side or one-above the other arrangement, where the 
frontmost package of each of the stocked display faces toward the isle and in a visible 
line of sight of the customer. . .
